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Commission Settles With 


Donaldson For $12,000 


The Coffee County Cominis- 
sion met in regular session 02 
Monday, September 9, at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise and 
agreed to pay former Tax As- 
sessor Fred Donaldson $12,000 
to cover personal expenses he 
incurred during the tax re- 
appraisal program. Donaldson, 
who retired last spring, claimed 
the Commission should pay him 
over $20,000 for money, he spent 
to hire additional help’ needed 
to update the tax records, The 
claim was filed several months 
ago, but the Commission de- 
layed taking any action on the 
request because its members 
were split on whether or not 
the county did owe Donaldson 
anything. 

Donaldson acquired legal aid 
in his effort to gain reimburse- 
ment and in recent weeks, ru- 
mors abounded of a lawsuit to 
be filed against the county, Le- 
gal representatives of both 
parties negotiated the differ- 
ences, and upon recommenda- 
tion of the county attorney, the 
Commission approved to com- 
promise and pay $12,000. 

The money will be shared 
by the county, cities and school 
systems in Coffee County. 

The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m, with all members present. 
The commissioners are Rex 
Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Jack 
Hornsby, Bennie Beckham. Max 
Reeves, Don Smith and Pro- 
bate Judge James L. Sawyer. 

The meeting’s first order of 
business was to open bids on 
tax assessment sheets, and 
stone. 

The stone, which is listed 
as 467 stone, will be used by 
the County Highway Depart- 
ment. Bids came from: Thomp- 
son Trucking Co. - $7.35 per 
ton; Southeast Materials 
Corp, = $8.55 per ton; and 
Vulean Materials Co. - $9.70 
per ton. The commission voted 
unanimously to accept the low 
bid. 

Bids for 20,000 tax assess~ 
ment sheets came from. Rob~ 
erts &Sons - $1843; Jones 
Office Supply - $2500; and 
Tyler Office Supply - $1450. 
Upon the recommendation of 
Tax Assessor Mack McKinney, 


the Commission voted to 
accept the low bid. 
Circuit Clerk Jim Ellis 


addressed the group and dis- 
cussed the recent pay cut for 
the Absentee Ballot Clerk. 
“The pay was $25 a day 
when I agreed to take the job, 
and Pm asking you to recon- 
sider the cut down to $15 per 
day. The law states the clerk 
must keep office 21 days prior 
to the election, for 8 hours a 
day, and if the pay is only $15 
a day, that’s not even minimum 
wage.” 

The Commission agreed to 
pay $25 for each day that Ellis 


_ worked, but stated that in the 


future, the pay would be $15 
per day. 


A minor controversy arose 
when Judge Sawyer passed out 
copies of a letter from Mr. 
Roy Thornell, the State Fire 
Marshall. The letter stated 
that no significant progress 
has been made to make the 
County Jail meet safety re- 
quirements listed in the Aug- 
ust 17 inspection. The letter 
also reported that Sheriff C.F. 
Grantham had advised a Deputy 
Fire Marshall that he had met 
on several occasions with the 
Commission concerning the life 
safety condition at the jail 

Sheriff Grantham added he 
had not received or seen a 
copy of the August 17 inspec- 
tion report. The letter also 
added two violations to . the 
previous report, as follows: 
1, Four polyurethane mattres- 
ses were found inside the cell 
block after they had been ord- 
ered tobe removed, 2,Light~ 
ing circuits were overfused with 
30 ampere fuses. 

The Commission went on 
record as being in total. com-~ 


pliance with the needed repairs, 
and stated they had informed 
Sheriff Grantham on many 
occasions to do all needed re- 
pairs at the jail. 


The County’s garbage probe 
lem was again discussed, and 
again in the center of the dis- 
cussion was Mr. Frank Moore 
of Solid Waste Enterprises. 
Commission members report. 
ed that Moore is still increase 
ing fees for garbage pick-up 
and questioned the legality of 
the fee increase, County 
Attorney Warren Rowe met with 
the Commission on the matter, 
and stated, ‘‘He is in total non- 
compliance with the contract. 
The contract clearly states that 
fees may only be raised by the 
Commission, and | think the 
County can use this as breach 
of contract, Ithink Moore can 
be forced to pay back for over- 
charges. The contract states 
Moore can’t charge more than 
15¢ per cubic yard ($3 per 
container) - that’s it?’ 

The Commission instructed 
Rowe to send a letter to Moore 
informing him of the breach 
of contract. 

Mr. Buck Tindol, Landfill 
Manager, told the Commission 
he had received a check from 
Mr. Moore for using the land- 
fill in July and August, and that 
Moore had deducted $75 from 
the bill to cover repairs he 
had to make on the county gar- 
bage truck he had leased. Mr. 
Tindol told the Commission the 
truck was in good shape when 
Moore picked it up, and the 
contract required the truck be 
in identical condition when re- 
turned. Tindol asked the 
Commission what to do with 
the check, 

The Commission agreed that 
Moore owed the $75 deducted 
from the bill, and asked County 
Attorney Warren Rowe to 
‘*add a paragraph on the other 
letter telling Moore he still 
owes $75.”” 

In another garbage-related 
problem, Mr. Tindol told the 
Commission a State Trooper 
had instructed the county gar- 
bage truck driver to quit pick- 
ing up trash while parked on 
the road. The Commission 
told Tindol to get with law 
enforcement officials and work 
out the problems, and to in- 
stall flashing lights on the 
back of the truck. 

A mistake in the minutes 
of a previous meeting provid- 
ed the Commission with yet 
another garbage related prob- 
lem. Bids were accepted on 
two used garbage trucks at 
a previous meeting and the 
high offers were accepted, 
However, due to a clerical 
error, the minutes showed a 
lower bid had been accepted 
on one of the trucks. The bid- 
der stated the minutes were 
the law and unless he was aw- 
arded the bids, he would sue! 
The Commission stated it 
would ask the second party to 
withdraw his bid, thus leaving 
the other bid as the lone offer. 

County Attorney Warren 
Rowe informed the Commission 
it could solve the problem by 
just rejecting the bids and re- 
advertising. 

Mr. Fred Moore of the Elba 
Rescue Squad, met with the 
Commission and requested the 
County give the organization 
land on which to build its head- 
quarters. ‘We have over 
$100,000 in equipment scat 
tered around, and we need a 
building to house this valua~ 
ble equipment, The building 
would also have offices and 
training facilities.’ 

The Commission agreed to 
lease a parcel of county prop- 
erty on Reddoch Drive in 
Elba to the Rescue Squad. 


County Health Officer 
Kenneth Ball met with the 
Commission and stated ‘‘We 
have a deficit of $42,000. 
We will work within our bud- 


get even if it means cutting 
back services,’ 

Ball told the Com mission 
the county’s cutback of $2500 
in funds to the Health Depart- 
ment would result in a loss 
of $23,000 in state funds. The 
loss of revenue would require 
his office to lay off five em-~ 
ployees and stop four programs, 
Programs to be abolished will 
be: (1) Immunization, (2) Ma- 
ternity, (3) Child Health, and 
(4) Cancer Datection. 

The commissioners told Ball 
it simply didn’t have the addi- 
tional money and the cutback 
would be necessary. 


In other action at Monday’s 
commission meeting, the Com- 
mission: 

***Heard Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell request the news 
media explain all the workings 
of the upcoming Tax Relief 
Bill on the November 7 ballot; 
***Was informed Roadbank St- 
abilization work in the county 
had been approved at the cost 
of $50,000; 

***Read a letter from Mr. Ron 
Smith, Pensions &Security Di- 
rector, thanking the Commis- 
sion for its aid and informing 
it that he was unsuccessful in 
acquiring extra funds to pay 
the county for rent of office 
space}. ‘ . 

*** Approved a Federal Review 
for $735,800 in funds for the 
City of Elba to expand the 
water system: i 

***Decided to meet with state 
tax officials before renewing 
a mapping contract for $15,000 
annually; 

***Anproved paying a bill for 
$384 from the Bethany Water 
Authority for moving water 
meters when a road was wid- 
ened; d 
***Approved the transfer of 
$31,300 from the Road = & 
Bridge Fund to the General 
Fund and Public Highway & 
Traffic Fund; 
***Approved an estimate of 
$1,600 as the county’s share 
for moving poles on the Moates 
Road; 

***A preed to have floors strip- 
ped and waxed at Farm Center 
Complex and then turn main- 
tenance over to workers in 
the offices; 

***Was told all locks at the 
Farm Center had been chang- 
ed and that a'l new keys had to 
be signed for; 

***Was informed that the Wr- 
estling Association had agreed 
to pay rent of $250 per event 
for use of Farm Center; 
***Asked County Attorney 
Rowe if his firm could hand- 
le indigent cases in an at- 
tempt to save money in legal 
fees, and 


***Paid bills.

Wet-Dry Issue 
Not To Be 
On Ballot 


Coffee County voters will 
not vote on a wetedry refer- 
endum when they go to the 
polls on November 7. The 
petition with the necessary list 
of qualified voters was not 
turned in prior to the weekend 
deadline; and so, the contro- 
versial issue will not be solved 
for at least three months. 

Proponents of the referen- 
dum reported that the needed 
petition included enough names, 
but stated ‘‘We felt this was 
not the time for the referen- 
dum,’”’ 

Once the signatures are 
turned in, Probate Judge 
James L, Sawyer will have 45 
days to call a special election.

Board Approves Budget In $ 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board met Tuesday night 
with all members presen’ 
Several items of routine busi- 
ness were discussed, the larg- 
est being the approval! of the 
budget for the coming year. 
Estimated income for the de- 
partment is fast approaching 
two million dollars, with the 
actual estimate being 
$1,950, 687,00. 

By far the largest expendi- 
ture for the department is the 
$1,364,500 for the purchase of 
electricity from the Alabama 
Electric Coop. This figure 
could be higher if anticipated 
rate increases are higher than 
expected. An additional 
$96,137.64 is earmarked for

' ed in years past. 


Board Chairman Charles 
Hayes noted that he was pre- 
senting a balanced budget as 
required by law, and that by 
constantly watching expenses, 
the budget would work. 


A chart presented to the 
board members indicated that 
there are 31 utility users late 
with their payments; and total 
$1,113.14; five accounts total- 
ing $243.78 are classified as 
inactive but have deposits to 
apply. Also five have been 
pulled for non-payment total- 
ing $211.28. These nonepay- 
ment cases must pay a re- 


connect fee to again get ser- 
vice. 


Mayor Robert Folsom ree 
quested the transfer of $5,000 
to the City of Elba general 
fund, and this was approved. 
Folsom didn’t specify exactly 
what he needed the funds for, 
only that the city needed them 
for a special project. 


The Board approved a full- 
power application from Billy 
Gibbs for $150; formally adop- 
ted a pay schedule; authorized 
seeking bids on three economy 
trucks and payment of bills 
totaling $8,114.60. Board 
member Mike Russell recom- 
mended the purchase of both a

Superintendent Ed Compton

The Elba City Council is in 
discord over a motion to hire 
Dennis Smith as recreation di- 
rector and allow present di- 
rector Bo Dunaway to con- 
centrate on the nutrition pro- 
gram. 

The proposal was presented 
at the last council meeting by 
codncilman Jimmy Wise and 
was quickly seconded by Coun- 
cilman Mike Russell. The mo- 
tion included a salary of 
$14,000) and an automobile to 
be used by the recreation di- 
rector. 

After some discussion it 
became apparent that the coun- 
cilmen were divided and Mayor 
Folsom was opposed to the 
motion, With Wise, Russell 
and Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
voting for the motion and 
Councilmen D, M. English and 
John W. Sharpless voting ag- 
ainst the motion to hire, Fol- 
som’s vote would have tied the 
vote at 3-3, and it would have 
died. However, Sharpless ex- 
pressed his support of Smith 
and said, ‘‘He is one of my 
boys at school.’ _I don’t want 
to see him hurt and in hopes 
we can work this out. I move 
we table the action until the 
next meeting.’’ This motion 
passed 4-2 with Wise and Rus- 
sell opposing the postponement. 

It was reported at the coun- 
cil meeting that Smith had 
already resigned a similar po- 
sition at Opp because he wanted 
to return to Elba. Wise noted 
that this had been discussed with 
the Mayor and all the council- 
men previsouly and that they 
had all supported the move at 
that time. No action had been 
taken on the matter at press 
time.

191st Trains On The Job 
At Ft. Benning

Capt. Joe Johnson is proud 
of his 191st Maintenance Com- 
pany in the U, S, Army Re- 
serve. As the youngest active 
maintenance company in the 
state, the company is earning 
a reputation for being com- 
posed of fast and willing learn- 
ers. 

For two weeks, August 
6419, the 191st Company, under 
Capt. Johnson’s command, was 
stationed at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
for training. Its job was opera- 
tion and maintenance of on- 
line military vehicles and 
tactical equipment. 

‘‘The men were servicing 
military equipment (jeeps, 
trucks, trailers, etc.) valued 
at several million dollars, and 
learning while on the job,’’ 
said Capt, Johnson, 


(The 191st Maintenance 
Company was activated as an 
Army Reserve Unit on April 
1, in Elba, with an inaugural 
ceremony, including a barbe- 
cue for 150 guests, attended 
by Gen. James Smith and 


Gen. Drew Redden.) 


As members of the Army 
Reserve, all the men in the 
191st Company are required 
to drill one weekend a month 
and attend a two-week train- 
ing camp once a year. 

For their first camp, the 
191st was attached tothe 598th 
Maintenance Company perme 
anently stationed at Ft. 
Benning, and was quartered in 
the barracks for enlisted men. 

‘«We rose at 6:00a.m. every 
morning for physical training 
from 6:15 to 7:00 a.m,,’’ Capt. 
Johnson said, ‘‘This was in 
preparation for a four-mile 
course that we would all have 
to march while at camp. At 
7:00 a.m. the men were free 
to shower, change, prepare for 
the work day, and eat break- 
fast before the 8:30 a.m. work 
call.’’ 

‘*at the 8:30 a.m, forma- 
tion, our men received their 
work assignments and were 
directed where to go for on- 
the-job training. All the 
training hours the men receive 
go toward completion of M.O.S. 
(military occupational spec), 
which is military recognition of 
an acquired skill.’’ 


Capt. Johnson also de« 
scribed how M.O,S, credit is 
recognized by the Army thr- 
ough correspondence training 
or by civilian acquired skills. 
When asked what different 
maintenance sectors his men 
had been assigned to,he said, 
“We had several menassigned 
to Maintenance Control, which 
is the heart of all maintenance 
operations. It’s there that the 
Technical Inspector checks 
problems and prepares the 
necessary paperwork for come 
pletion of maintenance or 
repair. Then the work is as- 
signed to the correct place; 
for example, the body shop. 
The men may then notify the 
Technical Supply sector to pro- 
vide needed parts or supplies, 

‘also, we had five men 
assigned to Communications 
and Electronics repair where 
they trained in the operations 
and repair of military test 
equipment, radios, walkie~ 
talkies, televisions and other 
equipment.’’ 

LTC, William Austin, 
Battalion Commander, visited 
Ft. Benning on August 9 to 
observe the company’s pro- 
gress, and offered an excel- 
lent report on the young 191st. 

‘‘Twenty of our men,’ 
Johnson continued, ‘‘ were as~ 
signed to the Power Generator 
Equipment section which uses 
a combination of hands-on 
training and classroom in- 
struction to teach the opera-

tion and maintenance of power 
generator equipment. Wealso 
had four or five men involved 
with camouflage painting of 
tactical vehicles, The colors 
now, used by theArmy are black, 
tan and green, and the work 
is done by spray painting. In 
addition, we had one man who 
received his two weeks train- 
in the use of Data Processing 
equipment.”’ 

Three men from the 191st 
were assigned to the dining 
facility, according to Johnson. 
These men learned that there 
are operations involved there 
other than cooking. 
really the ‘mess hall,’ but 
they don’t say ‘mess hall’ any 
more in the Army,’’ Johnson 
said. The steward records the 
day-to-day operations of the 
dining facility. The military 
has had to tighten up on its 
food control to reduce waste. 
Now the cook has to know ex- 
actly how many people are 
going to eat each meal, From 
these numbers he prepares a 
daily ration request,figuring 
exactly what supplies to draw 
from the ration breakdown.’ 

All this hasn’t affected the 
quality of the food, Capt. 
Johnson declares, patting his 
stomach. 

He compares the food at 
Ft. Benning to that served at 
finer retail restaurants, and 
he insists that often it’s bet- 
ter. Even the decor, with plush 
chairs and carpeted floors, 
is impressive, he notes. 


During the two-week stay, 
the men worked from 8:30 a.m, 
until 4:30 p.m., and after din- 
ner, were free to leave the 
base for downtown or to enjoy 
the recreation at Ft. Benning, 
including the movie house, 


Capt. Johnson concluded by 
recognizing the support from 
the people in Elba since the 
191st Company’s inception, 

‘We moved into the old 
National Guard Armory on 
N. Claxton Avenue., and now 
we're in the process of reno- 
vating the building for our 
needs,’ he said. ‘‘I think the 
city and also the county are 
fully supportive of the Reserve 
and our efforts. Also, Ist 
Sgt. Floyd Morrow came over 
from Dothan back in April, 
and is a tremendous asset, 
having had 28 years of service 
and experience.”’ 


“When we activated in 
April, we had 33 men.

Limestone, Madison, -Marion, 
Marshall, Morgan, St. Clair 
and Winston, 

The squirrel population sh- 
ould be larger than last year, 
according to Wildlife Section 
Chief Bill Holland, who said 
the increase was due to a good 
mast crop last fall. 

Bag limit on squirrels will

good. Holland said there sh- 
ould be a slight increase in 
the population statewide.

Two Class A powers bat- 
tled for 48 minutes Friday 
night, and when the gridiron 
war ended, nothing had been 
settled as Brantley and Wicks~- 
burg fought to a 20-20 tie.

Next spring the ef- 
fect will show better stands 
and faster growth, 

Since most farmers are- 
harvesting and will soon 
finish, early soil testing to 
determine nutrient needs for 
next year is essential.
